You are hereby notified to meet at Town’s Meeting 
House, in said Henniker, on the second Tuesday of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects ; 


- 1st.—To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2d.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3d.—To see how much money the town will raise to 
repair highways and bridges. 


4th.—To see how much money the town will raise for 
schools other than that required by law. 


5th.—To see how much money the town will raise in 
addition to that required by law for the ’support and 
maintenance of the Public Library. 


6th.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise to be used in the observance of Memorial Day. 


T7th.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the building and repairing of side-walks. 


8th.—To see if the town will vote to raise a sum not 
exceeding one hundred dollars to plow up and fertilize 
the remainder of the town common, or act anything rel- 
ative thereto. 


9th.—To see if the town will vote to discount all taxes 
paid on or before June Ist, 8 per cent.; all taxes paid on 
or before August Ist, 2 per cent.; all taxes paid on or 
before Oct. Ist, 1 per cent.

10th.—To see is the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to contract with the Hillsborough Electric 
Light & Power Co. for the lighting of the streets for one 
year at a price per light not exceeding thirteen ($13.00) 
dollars, and raise money for the same, or pass any yote 
relative thereto. . 

1ith.—To see if the town will vote to purchase the 
brick school house and repair the same suitable for an 
engine house, raise money for the same, or act anything 
relative thereto; or will purchase land and build a suit- 
able engine house, and raise money for the same, or act 
anything relative thereto. 

12th.—To see if the town will vote to provide a num- 
ber not exceeding eight of cisterns in suitable localities 
and provide for supplying them with water for the use of 
the fire engine, and to raise money therefor, or take any 
action relative thereto. 


13th.—To see if the town will vote to purchase land 
suitable for a public dumping ground.

Report of Firewards. 


As Firewards of the Town of Henniker we beg leave 
to submit our first annual report. 

Up to the beginning of the year 1899 our town had 
been without a fire company and practically without 
protection against fire; at the present time it is differ- 
ent. We have a fire department composed of men whose 
courage is beyond reproach, as was proved at the fire in 
the Buxton block. 

We have by no means all that is needed or should 
have. A few wells or cisterns back from the river would 
afford better protection for those parts of the village. A 
few feet more of hose might be the means of saving much 
property. But above all we should have an engine house 
with ample room for engine, hose carriage, hook and lad- 
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der truck, hall and convenience for drying hose. The 
present place is not only cramped for room but is so 
damp it will in a short space of time ruin our engine 
and its equipments. Wehave a set of ladders nearly 
completed and ought to have a truck to carry them on, 
as we consider that part of a fire department quite as 
essential as any in saving life as well as property. 

We would recommend that the town raise a liberal 
- amount of money this present year for fire purposes. 

We beg leave at this time to thank the public for — 
ie interest taken, as was shown at the late fireman’s 
air.

Report of the Board of Health. 


There were twenty-six deaths in town last year of 
which fifteen were of persons over sixty years of age. 
The general condition of the town as to health has been 
favorable. 


Throughout the whole state, and in fact in all New 
England, there have been an unusual number of sporadic 
cases of infectious diseases. This town has had its full 
share of these. Seven cases of diphtheria have appeared 
among us, one of them fatal, and two cases of scarlet 
fever. 


Not very many years ago these diseases, appearing in 
so many neighborhoods, would have been likely to have 
infected the whole town, but thanks to our more extend- 
ed knowledge of their nature and the laws compelling 
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their proper treatment and isolation, no case has spread 
beyond the family in which it first anpeared. The cause 
of their appearance in the places where they did we 
have not been able to discover. The unusual number of 
these diseases in so many different localities throughout 
the state may indicate that the unusually dry season 
created conditions favorable to their development. 


Fourteen cases of measles have been reported and 
others are known to have occurred which were not. re- 
ported and where no doctor was called. The number of 
deaths reported from this disease in the state show that 
it is not to be ignored or trifled with. 


The New Hampshire Sanitary Bulletin for January

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Prof. Evans, having resigned his position as principal 
of our high school at the close of the year in June, and 
Miss Eastman giving up her place as assistant to complete 
her education is a western college, it became necessary 
to secure two new teachers for the vacancies thus made. 
Realizing the importance of obtaining for the head of the 
school a man of character, ability and earnest purpose, a 
member of the Board visited the school in one of our 
neighboring counties where our present principal, Prof. 
Norman J. Page was then employed, and made a careful 
scrutiny among the patrons of the school and the resi- 
dents of the village as to his reputation and professional] 
success. The results were such that he was unanimously 
chosen from a long list of applicants, and thus far we 
have had no occasion to regret our choice. 

Miss Helen R. White who had just graduated from 
Tuft’s College was elected to the place made vacant by 
the resignation of Miss Kastman, and is, we believe doing 
good work. Miss Mosher has continued to hold the repu- 
tation gained last year. A class of four graduated at the 
close of the spring term with credit and established a 
precedent which we hope may be followed by their suc- 
cessors, in presenting to the school library beautifully 
inscribed copies of the poetical works of Burns and 
-Milton. The beginning of the school year under the new 
management saw the largest number of students enroll- 
ed in the history of the school and the tuitions received 
for the two terms completed will exceed those of any 
similar terms since the town assumed its management. 
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Asa piano has become a necessity in the building 
and the one which had been in use for the past three 
years having been removed last spring by the owner, the 
Board decided to assume the responsibility of purchasing 
at their own expense a new one and to give the students 
ample time to pay therefor from the proceeds of their 
school entertainments. 


The sum recently realized from a single entertain- | 
ment has been applied to that purpose and makes a long 
step toward the desired object. Of the twenty dollars 
appropriated at the last annual meeting to form the nu- 
cleus of a school library, one-fourth part was expended 
for “The International Year Book,” published by Dodd, 
Mead & Co., bound uniformly with and supplementary 
to their cyclopaedia purchased in 1892. We have also 
purchased the poetical works of Longfellow, Whittier, 
Holmes, Lowell, and Tennyson; Emerson’s Essays; “A 
Man Without a Country,” by E. E. Hale; “The Story of 
the National Post Office.” Several sample copies of re- 
cent interesting school text books have been contributed 
by the Board, and we have several dollars of the appro- 
priation left awaiting a favorable opportunity for pro- 
curing addition volumes wanted. 

Upon request Prof. Page has revised the course of 
study to better meet the wants of the school as now con- 
stituted, and copies of the same can be obtained by those 
interested by applying to the principal or the members 
of the Board. Miss Poor and Miss Wilkins have also 
viven an outline of the plan of work in the lower grades 
for the benefit of the present authorities and their suc- 
cessors. 


As the number of scholars applying for admission 
at the central school is constantly increasing, the need of 
establishing another grade and providing another room 
and teacher therefor seems to be one of the problems for 
solution in the near future. 

The division schools have been given three terms ag- 
gregating 29 weeks, with the exception of those in which 
an attempt to consolidate with other districts has been 
made. More friction in the management of these schools 
has been apparent the past year than 1n any other single 
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year since the adoption of the town system. The reason 
therefor does not seem to be in the lack of advice given 
the Board, for we have had it in abundance; we have 
noticed in years of experience in school affairs, that those 
whose advice is last sought in other things, are the first 
to offer it, and the most persistant in urging its adoption 
in matters relating to school management. Former 
years have often seen differences of opinion in regard to 
. the success or failure of certain schools, but we do not re- 
call a time when the disaffected element has seen fit to 
establish a school in competition with those maintained 
by the town. 

As there may be lack of information: in some quar- 
ters in regard to the difficulty at Westboro Oorner, we 
desire to give our version of the situation. Soon after 
the close of the fall term a petition signed by several of 
the parents, asking for a change of teachers, was the 
first indication we had that anything more than the usu- 
al amount of fault-finding was in evidence. As the 
teacher in question was one of wide experience and emi- 
nent success in this and other towns, we decided to give 
the parties a hearing, that they might make known their 
cause of complaint. It appeared that the origin of the 
trouble was because a certain pupil had been given prob- 
lems for solution in arithmetic outside oNE of the text 
books then in use; this and other petty grievances in re- 
gard to children leaving the room formed the basis of the 
request. The Board unanimously refused to grant the 
petition, and the teacher who was hired for the year was 
continued. Another petition, more unanimously signed, 
asking us to reverse our decision was immediately pre- 
sented, which we refused to consider; not because the 
asked-for change might not have smoothed over the dif- 
ficulty for a few weeks, but because we believed the 
principle involved, was whether a teacher, well qualified, 
of excellent methods and faithful service, should be sus- 
tained, or whether insubordinate pupils backed by fault- 
finding parents, should be allowed their desires simply 
because they clamored for them. 


Another source of difficulty has been in our attempt 
to solve the “Rural School Problem,” by uniting small 
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districts and transporting pupils to such place as might 
be gathered sufficient members to afford the stimulus of 
competition. Interest, life, ambition, enthusiasm, upon 
which so much depends, cannot be generated in a mere 
handful of scholars coming from one or two homes any 
more than a school-room can be properly heated by burn- 
ing two or three pieces of wood or coal. All of the edu- 
cational authorities of the New England States are united 
in.condemning the waste of intellectual energy, of time 
and money maintaining so many small schools, yet when 
otherwise reputable citizens boast of having defeated 
the efforts of the Board toward such consolidation, in- 
stead of co-operating with them for the public good, but 
little can be accomplished. In one instance only for the 
year have we had the united assistance of the district in 
carrying out our plans of lessening the cost of school 
maintenance. 

The successful solution of the whole question seems 
to depend not so much upon school officials as upon the 
sovereign will of the people, and the key to the situation 
is found in the creation of a more enlightened public 
sentiment. Toward this desired end we would echo the 
prayer of the good old lady: ‘“O Lord, wilt thou make 
the indifferent different.” metres,

Report of Trustees of Henniker Free 
Public Library. 


The books of the library were as usual called in by 
the trustees for the annual count and examination, and 
they found them in good condition, showing faithful 
care, with quite a number needing to be re-bound. 

There are now on the shelves 2,434 volumes of bound 
books, beside a large collection of books in papers covers 
and a number of magazines paid for by the library for 
the use of its patrons. 

During the past year Nathan P. Sanborn, Ksq., of 
Marblehead, Mass., has at times very kindly remembered 
his native town by donating to its library several valua- 
ble volumes which have been placed upon its shelves and 
widely read, and we wish that more natives of the town 
would “go and do likewise.” Mr. Emerson has made the 
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usual reduction in rent, and for all gifts the trustees are 
extremely grateful. 

On Feb. 27, 1899, the resignation of Mrs. J. C. Cogs- 
well as librarian was accepted, and on March 15 follow- 
ing Miss Edna L. Connor was elected librafian who has 
served during the year. July 8, 1899, Mrs. Charlotte I. 
Rice resigned as a trustee of the library, being about to 
leave the town. The trustees being chosen by the town 
no action was taken by the remaining members of the 
board, leaving the vacancy to be filled by the town at its 
annual meeting on March 13, 1900. During her connec- 
tion with the library, Mrs. Rice’s services were very val- 


uable, and many regrets were expressed at her removal 
from town. 


The circulation of books for the year has been 6,894, 
an increase over the circulation of the previous year of 
726 volumes, and one of the largest since the library was 
established. The trustees are grateful for the responses 
for lists of books furnished at their request, by the pat- 
rons of the library, and hope that more will avail them- 
selves of this invitation.
